_ The last of the survey parties—but Mober. 
ley’s—arrived from Bute Inlet yesterday af- 
ternoon by the steamer Sir James Douglas 
The party—of which Mr. Gamsby is engineer 
in echarge—ere all in excelent health, and 
notwithetanding the roughness of their trip, 
appear in good spirits. They have lately 
been rupning a line on the west side of Val. 
dex Island, which is six miles in length, and 
much shorter and more feasible than that 
which had been run on the cast side. The 
gen coast, down trom the mouth of the Hom- 
athes river, although presenting in many 
places a very rugged surface, gives assurance 
of a very favorable grade-being attained. The 
party have done one hundred miles of good 
work from the starting point, ‘* Marderer's 
Bar," on the banks of the Homathco river, 
approaching the canyon. They were com- 
poten. from the severity of the weather, to 
leave some four miles of their last line ia- 
complete, and having moved camp down to 
Menzies’ Bay, where they were picked ap by 
the Douglas on Sunday morning last, at 7 
o'clock. The tise bas been ran on the west 
aide of the Homathco river, whilst the trail, 
which was originally built by the Wadding- 
ton party is on the east. Aan. opinion seems 
to be prevalent that the question of spanning 
the Seymour Narrows, is simply one of ex- 
pense ; its feasibility no longer remaining in 
‘The plans of the party will in all 
ility be completed at Ottawa.

It is se~ 
parated from Burrard Inlet by Bowen Island, 
which is. situsted at its mouth, and which 
forms the north-west boundary of Burrard 
Inlet. Jt cannot be looked apou asa harbor 
ofany great importance. in view of the im- 
mediate vicinity of Burrard Inlet, which is 
the oa‘ural pert of the whole district. Bute 
lolet, which is much further to the north 
than Howe Sound, and receives the waters of 
the river Homathen, is surrounded by lofty 
mountains. This harbor may hereafter at- 
ta n some importance, especially if the Pa ific 
railway shonid be in the vicinity. Between 
its eutlet aud VYaurouver Island, is situated 
Valdez Island. Milbank Sound lies still fur- 
cher north, and at present this barbor is of no 
importdn¢ée ; batit may ‘become valaable if 
the Peace river should attract a gold miciag 
population. Stam vessels from Naosimo 
ascend the river Skeens, which is one of the 
routes by which Omineca, on Peace river; 
may be reached. A little further to the north 
thea the Skeene is the river Naas, which 
gives access toa more northern regivn than 
that.of the Skeena. Both rivera are valuable 
in respect of the fisheries, and are navizable 
over a considerable part of their coarse. The 
river Naas is quite close to the frontier of 
Alaska, which by uo meang lessens its im- 
portance, The s'eamer Union ascended it in 
1865, to a distance of more than 25 miles from 
its mouth. Mr. Hector Langevin, the Cana
